HOW MANY CATHOLICS BECOME 
PROTESTANTS? 


ITTLE or no publicity is given to 

the number of Roman Catholics 
who become members of Protestant de- 
nominations. Much fanfare, on the other 
hand, is given to the claims of the large 
number of Protestants who become Ro- 
man Catholics. The American public, 
as a result, is made to believe that all 
conversions are to the Roman Catholic 
church, and that Protestantism in 
America is fading out of the religious 
picture and losing most of its members 
to the church of Rome. 


The weekly magazine Newsweek re- 
cently quoted a partial account of a 
very inadequate survey, made by the 
Christian Herald to find out how many 
Catholics have been joining Protestant 
ehurehes. Catholic periodicals seized 
upon some of the figures given and glee- 
fully made it appear that only 515 
Catholics have joined Protestant 
churches in the past 10 years. 


One of these was the Catholic Regis- 
ter which was promptly called to ac- 
count, however, by Lutheran pastor H. 
W. Goekel, assistant executive secretary 
of the Board for Home Missions of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Mis- 
souri, who wrote the Register as fol- 
lows: 


‘By quoting the wholly inadequate 
figure published by the ‘Christian 
Herald,’ you have led your readers 
to believe that only 515 Catholics 
have joined the Protestant Church 
during the past 10 years. As a mat- 
ter of statistical record, 1,280 Roman 


Catholics joined the Missouri Synod 
of the Lutheran Church alone in the 
single year of 1945 .. . Inasmuch as 
the membership requirements of the 
Missouri Synod are much higher than 
those of the average Protestant body 
it would seem reasonable to assume 
that the number of Catholics in 
America who turn Protestant runs 
into the tens of thousands.”’ 


The Register published, in its issue 
of last September 29, Dr. Goekel’s jus 
complaint, and was forced to admit that 
its published figure of only 515 Catho 
lies who had become Protestants was the 
result of answers received from only 17 
Protestant ministers who had beet 
asked to supply data from their church 
records. Accompanying this admission 
however, was a long dissertation in the 
Register endeavoring to prove, on the 
basis of Dr. Goekel’s figure of 1,280 
Roman Catholics who had formally 
joined one branch alone of the Luther 
an Church in 1945, that a total of only 
25,600 Roman Catholics had become 
Protestants in 1945. This in itself is 


. an admission that we never imagined a 


Roman Catholic periodical would go so 
far as to make. For this number of 25,- 
600 is based upon the attested figure 
supplied by Dr. Goekel who stresses the 
point that Lutherans, especially the 
Missouri Synod, are very strict in ad 
mitting converts to their membership 
THE CoNVERTED CATHOLIC MAGAZINE 
has discovered that almost three time 
as many Catholics join the Baptists and 
other Evangelical bodies as compared 
to those Protestant denominations 
whose requirements involve adherence 
to fixed forms and ritual. 
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In a feeble effort to explain away its 
reluctant admission, the Register reads 
a lecture to Dr. Goekel, for the benefit 
of its shocked Catholic readers, in which 
it states that the Vatican Council sol- 
emnly made it a dogma of faith ‘‘bind- 
ing under pain of heresy,’’ that Catho- 
lies ‘‘can never have any just cause for 
changing or questioning their faith.’’ 
This appeal to an intolerant pronounce- 
ment of a Roman Catholic council is the 
usual refuge of Catholic apologists 
when faced by facts and figures that 
eannot be denied.

“Ely stated, according to the N. Y. Times 
‘Sof December 20, that this ‘‘has been 


repudiated by all civilized peoples.’’ 
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The Brooklyn Catholic Tablet of De- 
cember 21 published the following sam- 
ples of the kind of invective being 
published in Italy against the Pope and 
the Catholic church by the anti-cleri- 
eals : ‘‘ The sacraments represent deceit- 
ful and ridiculous medicine for the soul. 
Communion, christening, and extreme 
unction are vulgar historic tricks of the 
priest. Catholicism is a religion un- 
worthy of civilized peoples. Man ts the 
involuntary victim of the priest whom 
he pays a handsome salary to safeguard 
him against a non-existent purgatory or 
to invoke the protection of fictitious 
animals commonly called saints.’’ 

This hatred of the Catholic church 
and priests in Italy is nothing new, and 
is common to all so-called Catholic coun- 
tries of Europe. Before Mussolini be- 
eame the champion of the Vatican, - 
priests were publicly spat upon in the 
streets of Rome itself. We have seen 
mothers hold their children in their 
arms and prompt them to spit on pass- 
ing priests and to call them by the vul- 
gar name of ‘‘ Bacchierozzi.’’ Mussolini 
suppressed all this temporarily by his 
severe Fascist decrees. It is significant 
that when the Pope’s excommunications 
last December failed to halt the publica- 
tion of these anti-clerical writings, the 
present Government applied one of 
these punitive Fascist decrees of Mus- 
solini to put Ruggero Maccari, editor of 
two of the offending publications, in 
jail for two years. Latest reports (Jan. 
4) state that anti-clericalism in Italy 
continues to increase. 

If it takes jail sentences to force 
Italians to have respect for their re- 
ligion, it is obvious that at least in Italy, 
the very home of the Pope, the props 
must be falling from under the whole 
structure of Roman Catholicism.

WAS COUGHLIN A SEDITIONIST? 


MERICANS had a case of a Roman 

Catholic priest involved in trea- 
sonable acts for which he was never 
called to account. The pro-Fascist, anti- 
Semitic views of Father Coughlin were 
known to everyone, and were openly 
publicized in his paper Social Justice. 
After his return from Germany last 
fall, O. John Rogge, Department of 
Justice prosecutor, produced evidence 
that Father Coughlin had sought Nazi 
assistance in his campaign against Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. Rogge was ousted for 
a speech telling of this and other efforts 
of American Fascists to defeat Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the 1940 election. 


On last November 12, Mr. Rogge re- 
peated his accusations against Cough- 
lin at a Kiwanis Club luncheon in De- 
troit. According to the Detroit News of 
November 13, he stated that ‘‘Coughlin 
sent an emissary to see Hitler and Von 
Ribbentrop to appeal for Nazi aid in 
support of Christianity and to help him 
in his campaign against Roosevelt and 
the Jews.’’ Had Coughlin been brought 
to trial before a civil judge, the Vati- 
can’s excommunication would have been 
applied automatically against all who 
had any part in it. 


On the other hand, no voice was 
raised in protest against the trial and 
conviction of a Lutheran pastor in Phil- 
adelphia who was found guilty of being 
involved with enemy aliens during the 
war. His trial took place in Hartford, 
Connecticut. The prosecuting attorney 
was a Roman Catholic and the chief 
witness against him was an Eastern 
Orthodox priest. Had the defendant 
been a Roman Catholic priest like Fath- 
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er Coughlin, the prosecuting attorney 
could not have served in court, since 
he would have been forced to choose be 
tween acting in accordance with his 
oath of office and the threat of excom 
munication by his church.

STALLING ON FRANCO SPAIN 


HE RESULTS of the diplomati¢ 

fumbling of England and the Uni 
ted States with regard to the possible 
ousting of Franco from Spain is de- 
scribed by del Vayo in The Nation of 
last October 12, as follows: 


“After three months of timid attempt 
at ‘democratizing’ Spain, British fo 
eign policy finds itself back where it 
started. Its objective is very clear, 
do everything possible to avoid a sho 
down in Spain, to help Franco by 
creased trade and by counsels of moé 
eration, to prevent the Security Council 
or General Assembly from giving prac 
tical application to the San Francise 
and Potsdam resolutions: in a word 
to let the Spanish issue die of inanitio 
In this, London has the support a 
Washington, and both capitals have th 
blessing of Pius XII, the real promote 
of the policy of saving the last fas 
regime ‘for Christianity.’ ” 


On the other hand, the Pope is doing 
his utmost to urge America and Bri 
ain, also in the name of Christianity, 
to engage Russia in war as soon as. pos 
sible. Del Vayo quotes the Pope, in 
farewell audience recently with a group 
of American Catholic Officers, as ex 
pressing the hope that ‘‘the galla 
American army which rendered s 
eminent services to civilization, wo 
again be at its post in the decisive strug 
gle against the enemies of Christia 
ity.’’ 
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THE MYTH OF CATHOLIC SCHOLARSHIP 


HE AMERICAN PUBLIC is con- 

stantly being treated to large doses 
of propaganda concerning alleged Cath- 
olic ‘scholarship,’ and the wonderful 
achievements of Catholic ‘scholars’ in 
every branch of learning. The secular 
newspapers are mostly to-.blame for 
this. In their anxiety to say something 
good all the time about the Roman 
Catholic church, they stress every item 
of news that makes Roman Catholic 
priests seem very learned men. 


Every time there is an earth tremor, 
the picture of Jesuit Father Joseph 
Lyneh and his seismograph at Ford- 
ham University is sure to be spread 
over the front pages. Catholic priests 
are publicized even as eminent Bible 
scholars, and claims for scientific re- 
search in Catholic colleges and univer- 
sities would make one believe that 
Catholics lead in all the higher branch- 
es of learning and scholarship. 


The truth of the matter is that Ro- 
man Catholic scholarship, of every 
kind, is far behind the average of other 
institutions, both secular and Protes- 
tant, in this country. This is openly 
and sorrowfully admitted by no less an 
authority than the Jesuits’ most out- 
standing magazine America, in its is- 
sue of last August 3. The admission of 
course is made by this Jesuit magazine 
for the purpose of shocking its readers 
and the Catholic educational world in- 
to doing something about it—if at all 
possible. Behind it also is the usual 
Jesuit ‘boss’ attitude of reprimanding 
other teaching orders in the Catholic 
church; a certain amount of jealousy, 
also, because of large financial contri- 
butions recently given to Notre Dame 
and other non-Jesuit universities. By 


showing up the incompetency of thes 
other Catholic institutions, the Jesui 

hope that rich Catholics may be shock 
ed into providing large endowments for 
Jesuit universities and colleges. 


In an article that verifies all its find 
ings with references to exhaustive sur. 
veys on the subject, this Jesuit mags 
zine lets it be known that: “‘ There ar 
only half as many Catholics on t 
faculties of colleges and universities a 
there should be, and that half is pro 
ducing only half as much per person a 
it should. This means that there is onl 
one fourth as much productive scholar 
ship coming from Catholics as our nu 
bers warrant.’’ As to the quality 
such scholarship, the picture is admi 
ted to be even blacker still, in the fol 
lowing words: ‘‘A great deal of it co 
sists of academic theses and occasiona 
articles by those members of religion 
orders who are being groomed fo 
teaching or administrative posts in ¢ 
stitutions and colleges belonging t 
their orders. These are often the fir 
and last excursions of their authors ¢ 
to the field of original work, and ofte 
they represent more work than origi 
ality.’’ 


All this and much more is proved 
from surveys made by Notre Dame Uni 
versity and by quotations from Scie 
tific Monthly, which, in its issue fe 
December, 1931, published the finding 
of two scientists who studied the sta 
red names in American Men of Scienceyy 
‘‘and found just 3 Catholics amo 
1,189 outstanding scientists.’? Most 
significant was their conclusion, whi¢ 
frankly stated : 


‘“‘The conspicuous dearth of scien 
tists among the Catholics suggest 
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that the tenets of that church are not 
consonant with scientific endeavor.’’ 


‘‘The over-all condition of Catholic 
scholarship and research in all lines— 
physical, biological, social, and even 
philosophical sciences—was so bad,’’ 
says this article in America, ‘‘that the 
survey was extended to cover all fields.’’ 


Here are some of the facts that this 
extended survey revealed: 


1. Only about 6,850 Catholics in this 
country are teachers on college and 
university levels. This figure is only 
8 per cent of the faculties of Amer- 
ican colleges and universities, where- 
as Catholics claim 16 per cent of the 
total population. Of these 6,850, only 
1,850 teach in non-Catholic and 
State colleges and universities. 


2. Catholic colleges and universities 
‘‘are at the bottom of the list for 
published research, just as our medi- 
cal schools are at the bottom of medi- 


cal-rating lists.’? Whereas the uni- 
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versities of California, Indiana, Yale 
and others report almost 100% of 
their permanent staff faculty mem- 
bers as having published original re- 
search material, Catholic universities 
report a percentage in the low thir- 
ties. Notre Dame reports only 31 per 
cent, Catholic University of Wash- 
ington, D. C., 30 per cent, Marquette, 
32 per cent. ‘‘On the basis of pro- 
ductive scholarship,’’ it is admitted, 
‘‘we have no prominent universities.”’ 


3. “‘Of the total number of Catho- 
lies on college and university facul- 
ties, only 18.3 per cent have ever 
published.’’ On the other hand, a 
survey of 35 smaller schools connec- 
ted with the Methodists shows 32 
per cent of their total faculties have 
published original research. In other 
words, as this Jesuit magazine arti- 
cle says: ‘‘Only about one out of siz 
of the Catholics on college and uni- 
versity faculties is making some con- 
tribution to the advancement of new 
knowledge,’’? and they are left far

behind by non-Catholic schools. 


4. ‘Neither in its quantity nor qual- 
ity is there the slightest room for 
complacency about our Catholic 
scholarship,’’ this article warns. 


Of greatest significance is the admit- 
ted conclusion that.‘‘research in any 
scientific field cannot be ordinated to 
the Catholic Church’s apologetic.’’ 
This means in plain English that the 
teachings of the Catholic church and 
science do not miz. 

A further article in America, for 
November 2, 1946, states that only 
three Roman Catholic institutions of 
learning in the U. S. have been able to 
qualify for financial assistance offered 
as grants-in-aid for post-war scientific 
research by industrial companies. It 
‘quotes statistics released by the Na- 
tional Research Council in Washington, 
D. C., showing that 1,800 grants, fel- 
lowships and scholarships, roughly 
equal to $22,000,000, have been made 
to a total of 120 colleges, medical schools 
and polytechnic institutes, and of these 
only three are Roman Catholic. 


These three Catholic universities are : 
Georgetown (Jesuit), which holds a 
grant of $600 from the Rystan Com- 
pany for dental research; Notre Dame, 
which holds two grants for bacteriologi- 
cal, two for chemical, and two for physi- 
eal research; and Santa Clara (Cali- 
fornia), which holds one grant of $150 
from the Shell Oil Company for unin- 
structed research. The amounts for 
these eight grants to Catholic univer- 
sities total $55,300, or only about one 
half of one per cent of the total. This, 
the article in America admits, provides 
proof of the poor qualitative status of 
Catholie scientific research and corres- 
ponds to the quantiiative index of poor 
Catholic scholarship as outlined in its 
previous article. 


Even Protestants would ‘doubt the 
above facts if the editors of Tore Con- 
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VERTED CATHOLIC MaGaZzINE published 
them as a result of their own findings. 
But here we have them bluntly and 
openly admitted by one of the most au- 
thoritative Roman Catholic magazines 
in America.

THE TWO WORLD: WARS 


By L. H. LEnMann 


O YOU WONDER why Yugo- 
D slavia has been so much in the 
news? Why the peace-makers 
of the Big Four have been wrangling 
for more than a year over the disposi- 
tion of Yugoslavia in post-war Europe? 
You will have to go back nearly a hun- 
dred years in the history of Europe for 
the answer. For Yugoslavia is the birth- 
place of the two World Wars, whose 
causes go back even farther to the Bal- 
kan War of 1875, and even farther back 
than that. In the plots, maneuverings 
and political power-plays connected 
with this long string of wars, it will be 
found that the Vatican played a promi- 
nent part. 


BETRAYAL OF THE CHRISTIAN 
WORLD 

Americans are even still reluctant to 
believe how deeply the Vatican has been 
involved in the Fascist and Nazi intri- 
gues that led to the second World War. 
Even such keen observers as Lewis Mum- 
ford took a long time to realize—as he 
points out in his book, Faith for Living 
(p. 160)—that, ‘‘The betrayal of the 
Christian world very plainly took place 
in 1929, in the Concordat that was made 
between Mussolini and the Pope.’’ 
Others have since come to realize also 
that, were it not for the Vatican’s Con- 
cordat with Hitler in 1933, Nazism 
would never have gained the support it 
did in its drive against all democratic 
freedoms. 


More difficult still for Americans to 
understand is the fact that the Vatican 
had been the prime mover, long before 





Mussolini and Hitler appeared on the 
scene, in the crusade to wipe out demoe- 
racy, Protestantism, Freemasonry and 
all forms of freedom from Europe— 
and eventually from the entire world. 
Fascism, in fact, was but a revival, un- 
der a new label, of this long-standing 
clerical crusade of the Vatican. Yet the 
seriousness of the problem is still far 
from being sufficiently understood by 
those who at present have the destiny 
of America and the world in their 
hands. 


With the channels of information 
from Europe now being re-opened, con- 
firmation of these facts from first-hand 
observers is beginning to reach us. Their 
reports prove that the Vatican has been 
more deeply involved in the Fascist 
conspiracy than we have dared to men- 
tion. One of these is Mr. D. Tomitch, a 
diplomatie official of Yugoslavia who 
was cruelly treated by the occupying 
forces of his country during the war 
and liberated from concentration camp 
in 1945. He has written a factual report 
of what he has experienced and known 
at first hand, which was published in 
Paris in January, 1946, under the title: 
Les Responsables de la Guerre 1939- 
1945." 

Mr. Tomitch’s startling facts con- 
cerning the complicity of the Vatican in 
the intrigues of the Axis dictators can- 
not be questioned. He shows clearly

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that the Vatican’s plans for a Clerical- 
Fascist Europe date back to the Balkan 
war of 1875-1877, when the reactionary 
forces of Europe handed over to the 
apostolic Catholic Empire of the Haps- 
burgs the Serbian provinces of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. This was in line with 
the German imperial design of using 
the Balkans for its Drang nach Osten. 
The Vatican helped in this, and, as Mr. 
Tomitch tells us, ‘‘used its great influ- 
ence on the Catholics of the whole world 
by making them believe that it had done 
so to help the spread of Roman Catholi- 
cism in the East.’’ 


FATHER KOROCHETZ AND 
PAVELITCH 


Americans need to be reminded that 
the two World Wars started in Yugo- 
slavia, and that the Vatican was impli- 
cated in the intrigues that started both 
of them. Just as the spark that set off 
the first World War was ignited in Sar- 
ajevo (Serbia) in 1914, so also the as- 
sassination of King Alexander of Yugo- 
slavia and French Foreign Minister 
Barthou on October 9, 1934, was the 
first act of Fascist aggression that led 
to the outbreak of the second World 
War. This was planned and carried out 
by Vatican-backed Mussolini’s hench- 
men, the Ustashi of Ante Pavelitch. Be- 
hind it was Jesuit Father Anton Koro- 
chetz, who held official Government po- 
sitions in the Government of the old 
Austrian-Hungarian Empire, and who 


_was the active agent of the Vatican in 


its plan to Catholicize the.entire Bal- 
kans under the Hapsburgs. He had 
been banished from the country by 
King Alexander for this reason. But 
after the assassination of the King, 
Father Korochetz was recalled from ex- 
ile, appointed Minister of the Interior, 
and immediately entered into the con- 
spiracy between the regent Prince Paul, 
Mussolini and Goering of Nazi Ger- 








many to bring Yugoslavia into the orbit 
of the Nazi-Fascist Axis. 


The double assassination of King 
Alexander of Yugoslavia and French 
Foreign Minister Barthou in 1934, 
served the aims of the plotters not only 
to bring Yugoslavia on to the side of 
Hitler and Mussolini, but also France. 
Pierre Laval succeeded the slain Bar- 
thou as French Foreign Minisier, just 
as regent Prince Paul succeeded the 
slain King Alexander. Both were crea- 
tures of Hitler and Mussolini and con- 
spired with them, and the Vatican, to 
throttle Yugoslavia and undermine the 
French Republic. 


This was all of a piece with the pat- 
tern of the Fascists and the Nazis, in 
alliance with the Vatican, to put the 
blame, and the excuse, for the war on. 
Freemasonry and Judaism. In the 
words of Mr. Tomitch, this was done 
‘‘in order to sow confusion in the minds 
of people of all countries, and to ad- 
vance the cause of Fascism and Nazism 
in foreign countries, with a view to 
bringing about a change of govern- 
ment, as they had succeeded in doing in 
Spain, or to undermine existing gov- 
ernments from within in order to con- 
quer them more easily, as happened in 
Holland, Belgium and France in May, 
1940, and m Yugoslavia in April, 
20a2."" 


Mussolini’s henchman, Ante Pave- 
litch, was found guilty and condemned 
to death by a French court of justice 
for the assassination of King Alexander 
and Barthou. Pavelitch was then in 
Italy and Mussolini refused to hand 
him over to French justice. Seven years 
later, in 1941, Pavelitch returned to 
Yugoslavia, after it was invaded by the 
troops of Mussolini and Hitler, and was 
proclaimed Chief of State in Croatia. 
He later went back to Rome and was 
received in private audience by Pope

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Pius XII. Here is what Mr. Tomitch 
says of this: 
“Pavelitch himself went to Rome to 
offer the crown of the new ‘Kingdom of 
Croatia’ to the Duke of Spoleto, cousin 
of the King of Italy, who accepted it. 
After having been received in audience 
by Mussolini and the King, he was like- 
wise received by the Pope, despite the 
fact that he was under sentence of 
death by the French tribunal, and de- 
spite the fact that occupied Yugoslavia 
still maintained its legation at the Vati- 
can. What is still more outrageous is 
the fact that, at the very moment when 
Pavelitch was making his round of of- 
ficial visits in Rome, Orthodox Serbs 
and Jews in Croatia, under Italian occu- 
pation, were being massacred by the 
thousands—men, women, and children 
—and that many Roman Catholic 
priests and monks took part in these 
massacres.”’ 


Mr. Tomitch gives a long list of the 
names of Roman Catholic priests and 
monks who took actual part in the cruel 
massacres of Serbian Orthodox and 
Jewish men, women and children under 
the regime of Pavelitch and his Ustashi 
terrorists. He quotes the Franciscan 
priest Rayitch as saying to an Ustashi 
who had come to him to confession with 
bloody hands: ‘‘ My son, go back to your 
work; your task is not finished as long 
as Serbians and Jews remain alive!’’ 
He proves that the highest prelates of 
the Roman Catholic church were impli- 
cated in these horrible massacres, and 
names them. Nor does he hesitate to 
name the Vatican also as an accomplice 
in these crimes and accuses it of having 
removed its own Catholic priests of Yu- 
goslav nationality and replaced them 
with Italian priests, of having tolerated 
the imprisonment and deportation of its 
own Catholic priests who were opposed 
to Fascism. This political maneuver of 
the Vatican—which acted in the same 
way in Nazi-occupied Poland against 
Catholic priests who refused to submit

THE CASE AGAINST STEPINAC 

From official documents of the trial 
of Archbishop Stepinac it has been 
made known that he was accused and 
convicted of the following: 1. That he 
controlled the organization called the 
‘‘Kristari’’ (‘‘Crusaders’’), a Roman 
Catholie religious organization which 
served as a front for Pavelitch’s mur- 
derous Ustashi in spreading hatred of 
the Orthodox Serbians, Protestants and 
Jews, in preparation for the invasion 
of Yugoslavia in April, 1941. When the

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puppet Croatian State was set up (with 
the approval of Pope Pius XII), the 
Crusaders openly joined up with the 
military Ustashi forces. It was then re- 
vealed that many Roman Catholic 
priests and monks were officers and 
leaders of the Ustashi, Archbishop 
Stepinac was the chief chaplain of these 
military forces and photographic proof 
was produced that he.had publicly and 
ceremoniously blessed these Ustashi 
troops. 2. That he issued a pastoral let- 
ter to his clergy on April 26, 1941, two 
days after he and all the other bishops 
had visited Pavelitch to offer their co- 
operation and help. This pastoral letter 
declared : 


‘*Honorable Brethren: There is not 
one among you who has not recently 
been a witness of the most momentous 
occurrence in the life of the Croatian 
people, among whom we work as the 
messengers of Christ’s evangelists. 
This is an event that has fulfilled a 
long-dreamed of and long-sought for 
ideal of our people ... Answer with 
readiness my call to the glorious work 
of guarding the Independent State 
of Croatia and helping tts progress 
. .. Show your readiness, honorable 
brethren, and now fulfill your duty 
toward the young Independent State 
of Croatia.”’ 


8. That he was one of the three members 
of a special ecclesiastical Committee, ap- 
pointed at a full meeting of all the Ro- 
man Catholic bishops of Croatia in Za- 
greb on November 17, 1941, to take 
charge of the forced conversion of the 
Orthodox Serbs to Roman Catholicism. 
Archbishop Stepinac was chairman of 
that meeting, and the two others ap- 
pointed to the Committee were Bishop 
Janko Simrak and Bishop Viktor Buric. 
4. That he collaborated with Colonel 
Erik Lisak, Chief of Police under Pave- 
litch’s government, who was sent back 
by Pavelitch to Yugoslavia after its 
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liberation, disguised as a Franciscay 
monk, together with General Antor 
Moskova, to organize terroristic guerril 
la activities against the new government 
of Yugoslavia. Lisak (who was con 
demned to death at the trial) hid in th 
convent of the Sisters of Mercy in Za 
greb and visited Archbishop Stepinas 
in his house to arrange the plans fo 
subversive action against Tito’s govern 
ment. 


The Los Angeles, California, Catho 
lie weekly, The Tidings, of last Novem 
ber 29, (also the Brooklyn Tablet o 
December 7) published Archbishoj 
Stepinac’s testimony in answer to th 
above charges, the transcript of which 
The Tidings stated, had been smuggle 
out of Yugoslavia. If this be Stepinac’ 
true testimony it condemns him o1 
every count, in spite of his efforts t 
minimize the gravity of his actions an¢ 
to excuse them by attaching moral mg 
tives to them. Although he is reporter 
as repeatedly stating, ‘‘my consciene 
is clear,’’ and ‘‘I do not intend to de 
fend myself,’’ he admitted his part i 
the conversion of the Orthodox Serbs t 
Roman Catholicism. He merely denie 
that he had taken part in the ‘‘re-bap 
tism’’ of the Serbs, and repeated th 
well-known Catholic teaching that pec 
ple like the Orthodox Serbs who wer 
baptized in their own church (which i 
schismatic, not heretical like the Protes 
tants), do not need to be re-baptizer 
when they join the Roman church. H 
said that the Serbs were anxious to b 
converted to the Roman church—whice 
is understandable since they were prod 
ded by Ustashi bayonets—and that th 
Catholic church wished to help the Ser 
bian nation. ‘‘ But the Church,’’ he te: 
tified, ‘‘had to wind its way throug 
difficulties like a snake.’’ 


In answer to the charge that he hea¢ 
ed and blessed Pavelitch’s Ustash 
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troops, he stated that they were the only 
troops in control of the country after 
Yugoslavia was conquered by the invad- 
ing armies of Mussolini and Hitler. He 
admitted receiving Lisak and other 
Ustashi leaders sent by Pavelitch to sab- 
otage the government of Tito after the 
liberation, and of giving them passes, 
but that he did not reproach himself on 
account of this, as his conscience was 
clear. 


He also defended his appeal to his 
clergy to uphold and fight for the new 
Independent State of Croatia set up in 
collaboration with Mussolini and the 
Pope. ‘‘I would not have fulfilled the 
obligations of my office,’’ he said, ‘‘if I 
had not felt the pulse of the Croatian 
people who were slaves in former Yugo- 
slavia.’’? In this he further stated he 
was following the wishes of the Holy 
See—the Vatican. 


Among the documents produced 
against Archbishop Stepinac at his trial 
were copies of the official Roman Catho- 
lic newspaper, the Catholic Weekly, 
published in his archdiocese. In its issue 
of May 25, 1941, (a month after Pave- 
litch had set up his Catholic Croatian 
State and begun slaughtering Serbian 
Jews) this newspaper published an arti- 
cle by Father Franjo Kralik, which 
stated as follows: 


“The incontestable truth is that the 
Jews — a small people — scattered 
throughout the world, are pursued by 
God’s curse which they clearly brought 
upon themselves ... The movement for 
freeing the world from the Jews is the 
movement for the restoration of man’s 
dignity. The all-powerful and all-holy 
God Himself provides for this restora- 
tion, for this movement.” 


In its issue of August 31, 1941, an 
article by Father Peter Pajic, entitled 


‘*Hitler Upholds the Mission,’’ de- 
elared : 


“Until now, God spoke through his 
apostles, through papal encyclicals, 
through innumerable sermons, through 
the catechism, through the Christian 
press, through the heroic deeds of the 
saints and so forth—And? They closed 
. their ears. They became deaf. Now the 
Almighty has decided to use another 
method. He will prepare missions. Eu- 
ropean ones, Worldwide ones! They will 
be upheld not by priests but by military 
leaders headed by Hitler. The sermons 
will be heard very well with the help of 
cannon, machine guns, tanks and 
bombs. The language of the sermons 
will be international. No one will be 
able to complain that they do not un- 
derstand, for all people know well what 
death, wounds, disease, hunger, fear, 
slavery and poverty are.” 


IS IT RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION? 


American and English Catholies have 
been storming their governments with 
protests against the trial and conviction 
of Archbishop Stepinae of Yugoslavia 
for treasonable and criminal acts. In 
doing so they have been helping the 
Vatican to intensify hatred against the 
Yugoslav Government as a sure way of 
drumming up a war against Russia. 


The fact of the matter is that the Vat- 
ican itself is responsible for this action 
taken against Stepinac. For months 
Marshal Tito had begged the Vatican 
to recall the Archbishop and take him 
out of the country, otherwise he would 
be forced to satisfy the public clamor 
to have him arrested and tried in civil 
court. According to the N. Y. Times of 
last November 2, Tito made a last ap- 
peal to Bishop Patrick J. Hurley, of 
Florida, who was sent especially by the 
Pope to act in behalf of the Vatican in 
Yugoslavia. It was only after all these 
appeals had failed that Tito brought 
Stepinae to trial. Again the Vatican 
refused. Instead, rumors were sent out 
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from the Vatican that the Pope, in an 
attempt to make Stepinac appear more 
of a martyr still, planned to make him 
a cardinal. To keep a Roman cardinal 
in jail would make Tito and his Gov- 
ernment guilty of the supreme crime in 
the church’s canon law. 


It is thus obvious that the Vatican 
wanted Archbishop Stepinac tried, con- 
victed and jailed as an effective means 
of stirring up world hatred of Russia 
and Yugoslavia. A glance at any map 
of post-war Europe will show how Yu- 
goslavia today is a veritable Russian 
dagger pointed squarely across the Ad- 
riatic at the very heart of Rome itself. 


Again, Americans overlook the fact 
that the Vatican excommunicated Mar- 
shal Tito and other Yugoslav officials, 
not because Stepinac was tried and con- 
victed unjustly, but solely because he 
was tried at all in a secular court. Fol- 
lowing is a direct quotation from the 
wording of the official decree of excom- 
munication of Tito and his collabora- 
tors, as reported from Rome by the N. 
Y. Times of last October 14: 


“The Church provides for the de- 
fense of sacred pastors and of their 
freedom and dignity above all with 
three articles in the Code of Canon 
Law, which provides that excommunt- 
cation is to be incurred ‘for the very 
fact in itself’ by those who: 


‘1. Hale a Bishop, especially their 
own Bishop, before a lay judge. 


“<2. Perform actsof violence against 
a Bishop, or Archbishop. 


“*3. Directly or indirectly prevent 
the exercise of ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tion or authority, having recourse for 
this purpose to any lay authority.”’ 


Religious liberty is really being vio- 
lated in other parts of the world—in 
Spain, Mexico, Argentina and other 
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‘Catholic-dominated countries — where 


Protestants are the sufferers. Ameri 
cans should get busy and protest against 
Roman Catholic denial of religious lib. 
erty to Protestants in those countries, 
and quit helping to defend its opposite 
in Yugoslavia. 


The most damaging witnesses against 
Stepinac were Roman Catholic priest, 
under his own jurisdiction. Picture 
were shown at the trial as undeniable 
evidence of Stepinac’s collaboration 
with Pavelitch’s murderous Ustashi 
Crusaders. He was the chief chaplain 
of Pavelitch’s army, and a member of 
the Committee for the forced conver. 
sion of the Serbs to Roman Catholicism. 


So obvious was the complicity of the 
Roman Catholic church in the atroci- 
ties of the Ustashi in Croatia, that some 
decent Catholic laymen were forced to 
protest (in vain, however) to Arch 
bishop Stepinac. One of these was Prvi 


lav Grizogno, a former minister in them 


Yugoslav cabinet. Following is an ex- 
cerpt from his letter to Archbishop 
Stepinac, dated from Zagreb on Febru- 
ary 8, 1942: 


“In all these unprecedented crime 
worse than pagan, our Catholic Churd 
has also participated in two ways. Fi 
a large number of priests, clerics, 
and organized Catholic youth active! 
participated in all these crimes, buf 
more terrible, even Catholic priests be 
came camp commanders and, as such 
ordered or tolerated the horrible tom 
tures, murders and massacres of a b 
tized people. One Catholic priest slit thé 
throat of an Orthodox Serbian priest. 
None of this could have been done 
without the permission of their Bishops, 
and, since it was done, they should have 
been brought to the ecclesiastical court 
and unfrocked. Since this did not h 
pen, then obviously the Bishops gave 
their consent, by acquiesence at least.” 
“Friars and nuns carried ‘Ustashi’ 
knives in one hand and a cross and & 
prayer-book in the other. The province 
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of Srem is covered with the leaflets of 
Bishop Akshamovich, which were print- 
ed in his own print shop at Djakovo. 
He calls upon the Serbs, through these 
leaflets, to save their lives and property, 
recommending the Catholic faith to 
them ... In our country not one Bishop 
has decried the fate of the innocent 
Christian Serbs who have suffered more 
than the Jews in Germany."’2 


The Vatican’s dealings with the re- 
gime of Mussolini in Italy and Ethi- 
opia, of Franco in Spain, of Salazar in 
Portugal, of Hitler in Germany and of 
Pétain in France, are better known to 
Americans than its tie-up with Pave- 
litch in Yugoslavia. Yet, the Vatican’s 
intrigues with Pavelitch were even 
more fateful than with the others. For 
they were a continuation of its political 
maneuvers in the Balkans for nearly a 
hundred years, which resulted in the 
two World Wars—of 1914-1918, and of 
1939-1945—-which, according to latest 
estimates, cost fifty million lives.

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THE ENIGMA OF CATHOLIC 
POLAND 


HE DEADLY CONFLICT be- 

tween the Government of Poland— 
a country that is claimed to be 97 per 
cent Roman Catholic—and the Vatican 
is another of those enigmatical issues 
that hopelessly confuse American think- 
ing. Poland’s position today vis-a-vis 
the Catholic church is parallel to that 
of Spain after the establishment of the 
Republic in 1931. And if events in Po- 
land follow the same pattern as they 
did in Spain after 1931, it seems likely 
that a Polish Franco and a murderous 
civil war will also be fostered there by 
the Roman Catholic church. 


The Vatican signed a concordat and 
was on cordial terms with Poland’s pre- 
war Fascist Government of Pilsudski. 
It is also believed that the Roman Cath- 
olie church had a part in the assassina- 
tion in 1922 of Pilsudski’s predecessor, 
Gabriel Narutowicz, Poland’s first re- 
publican president who was killed only 
a week after his election. Anti-Semitic 
pogroms occurred also at that time, and 
Narutowicz’ election was ascribed by 
his opponents to Jewish influence. 


The Vatican has refused to recognize 
the present Government of Poland and 
its priests and bishops have used their 
pulpits to incite the people to acts of 
terrorism against it. Last November 22, 
Father Zygmund Jarkiewiez was sen- 
tenced by a military court to be hanged 
‘*for having headed a terrorist organ- 
ization responsible for the murder of 
several democratic leaders and militia 
men,’’ as reported in the N. Y. Times of 
November 23. The same N. Y. Times’ 
dispatch quoted an editorial in the 
Communist newspaper Rzecz Pospolita 
as follows: ‘‘ Religion and the Church 
will not be combatted in Poland. But 
nobody, even those who wear ecclesias- 
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tical robes, can incite to crime and civil 
war with impunity and defend fratri- 
cide from the pulpit.’’ 


At the present time, there are no re- 
strictions on Catholic church activities 
. in Poland. President Boleslaw Bierut, 
who heads the present Polish Govern- 
ment, in an interview reported in a spe- 
cial dispatch from Warsaw in the N. Y. 
Times of November 24, listed the fol- 
lowing as proof of the full religious 
liberty enjoyed by the Roman Catholic 
church in Poland: ‘‘ priests as chaplains 
tn the army; the growth of the Catholic 
press; broadcasting of religious services 
and sermons ; church ownership of prop- 
erty, and the Government’s transfer of 
property and land in the new Western 
territories to Catholic religious orders 
that had left Eastern territories taken 
over by the Soviet Union.’’ Appealing 
to the Catholic church ‘‘to join in the 
moral and economic rebuilding of the 
country,’’ President Bierut assured 
Catholics that they could have special 
representation in Parliament if they 
wished. 


On the other hand, this Times’ dis- 
patch reports Bierut as frankly stat- 
ing that continuation of the enjoyment 
of these rights by the Roman Catholic 
church ‘‘depends exclusively on wheth- 
er or not the Polish clergy is prepared 
to accept the new state of affairs in this 
country, under which the Church enjoys 
these rights.’’ 


in response to a question-and-answer 
interview, Mr. Bierut: 1. denounced the 
Vatican as the source of the conflict 
between the church and the state. ‘‘ We 
say it quite openly,’’ he declared, ‘‘ but 
it is disagreeable for us to say that the 
Vatican is a friend of the Germans;’’ 
2. described as the second source of 
difficulty ‘‘the unfortunaie tendency of 
some of the Catholic clergy to use their 
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sermons for political purposes.’’ Speak, 
ing of the Vatican and the political ag 
tivities of the priests, Mr. Bierut dé 
clared : 













“During the war, during the most 
rible persecution of the Polish peop 
and the Polish nation, we waited in v: 
for the intervention of the Vatican. ] 
we heard the voice of the Vatican it 
very seldom—and very cautious, ne 
withstanding the magnitude of our s 
ferings and of the German crimes. 
day the same voice is heard much mo 
loudly in defense of the persecute 
Germans. And even if it is popular 
the Germans, such a policy is very b 
ter for us.” 
















Describing the ‘‘new Poland’’ as “ 
country of religious freedom,’’ he sai 
further that ‘‘Catholics had all 
means they require to practice thei 
faith, to serve their religion and 
propagate it.’’ He promised the Chure¢ 
that its cloisters and schools would nop 
be closed and said that the Church 
enjoyment of ‘‘full rights’? was prog 
of the Government’s good will.’’ 










The present Government of Polan 
needs the help of religion to heal th 
terrible wounds left by the war, ‘‘t 
reconstruction, not only economic bul 
moral, of our country,’’ as this cor 
munist President of Poland tells 
Catholic church. ‘‘The banditry, be 
tiality and contempt for human lif 
the anti-Semitism, rising even to mut 
der,’’ he says, ‘‘all these together re 
quire the quick intervention of all po 
sible moral authorities.’’

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FAKE RELICS AND 
MIRACLES 


By S. Mites Bouton 


HE MANY ALLEGED wonder- 

working relics and shrines that de- 
ceive the Roman Catholic people de- 
serve to be exposed for what they are. 
Roman Catholics in America at least 
should be able to face the truth about 
them. What should help to convince 
them of the absurdity and deceitful- 
ness of ‘miraculous’ relics is the fact 
that they have been used by priests of 
pagan religions to deceive people long 
before Christ ever came on earth. 


The amusing account of the alleged 
liquefaction of the blood of St. Januar- 
jus in a recent issue of Tue CONVERTED 
CaTHoLic MacazInE reminded me that 
the English historian, James Anthony 
Froude, has some interesting things to 
say on the same subject in his book, 
Short Studies on Great Subjects. He 
tells that he was commissioned to col- 
laborate in writing a book on the lives 
of the saints, and says: 


“St. Patrick I found once lighted a fire 
with icicles, changed a Welsh marauder 
into a wolf, and floated to Ireland upon 
an altar stone. I thought it nonsense. 
I found it eventually uncertain whether 
Patricius was not a title, and whether 
any single apostle of that name had so 
much as existed. After a short experi- 
ment I had to retreat out of my occu- 
pation and let the series go on without 
me,” 


Of the Januarius miracle Froude 
wrote (in the essay The Lives of the 
Saints) : 


“The pious Catholic tells us that he 
cannot resist the evidence for the lique- 
faction of the blood of St. Januarius; 
that is, any number of witnesses can 
be brought to declare that they have 
seen it. If the smallest civil action in 
an English court of justice turned on 
the liquefying of blood under similar 
circumstances, and a thousand witnesses 
swore they had seen it, the evidence 
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would go for nothing, unless the sub- 
stance called blood had been examined 
and analyzed by competent chemists, 
and the process repeated in the pres- 
ence of trained observers . . . The tes- 
timony of credulous and ignorant peo- 
ple in such cases is simply worthless, 
and the multiplication of nothing re- 
mains nothing still. 

“As to St. Januarius, it is noticeable 
that a miracle, closely resembling that 
which modern Catholics believe, used 
to be worked in the same Neapolitan 
territory in Roman times. Horace, de- 
scribing the various stations at which 
he stopped on his way from Rome to 
Brindisi, says,— 


Dehine Gnatia Lymphis 

Iratis extructa dedit risusque jocos- 

que, 

Dum flama sine thura liquescere 

limine sacro 

Persuadere cupit. Credat Judaeus 

Apella, 

Non ego—namque Deos didici secur- 

um agere aevum;- 

Nec siquid miri facitt natura Deos id 

Tristes ex alto coeli dimittere tecto. 

“Cardinal Newman, with the Jew Apel- 

la, would have believed in the super- 

natural liquefaction of the incense. 

Horace in like manner would ‘laugh 

and jest’ at St. Januarius.” 

In the above Latir quotation, Horace 
tells how he laughed when he was told 
that the incense that burned before the 
god of this pagan shrine near Naples 
at certain times underwent supernat- 
ural liquefaction. This is similar to what 
Catholic priests today induce credulous 
people to believe happens to the sup- 
posed blood of St. Januarius which is 
kept in a vial in a church of his name 
in Naples.

HE PROPHET DANIEL wrote in 

Babylon and was familiar with the 
mysteries of Babylon.:This little horn 
which he describes with eyes like a man 
is familiar to every student of Baby- 
lonian mysticism, and is known as ‘‘the 
all-seeing Janus,’’ the Babylonian Mes- 
siah, Satan’s false Messiah. St. Paul 
calls him ‘‘that Man of Sin.’’ (2 Thess. 
2:3) He was the head of the ‘‘ Mysteries 
of Babylon.’’ 


Because he has eyes like a man, he is 
a seer, a prophet. Because he comes up 
above the ten toes he is an overseer, 
which is the root meaning of the word 
**bishop.’’ Because he has a ‘‘mouth 
speaking great things, he is a teacher, a 
prophet, a proud blasphemer, whose 
look was more stout than his fellows.’’ 
(Daniel 7 :20) 

In the 13th Chapter of Revelation, 
John sees this same false Messiah as the 
‘‘beast from the sea,’’ and known as 
**Oannes,’’ a corruption of Janus. He 
was also known as Dagon, the fish-god, 
half man and half fish. The Babylonians 
said that he came up out of the Persian 
Gulf after the flood and taught the 
Chaldeans religion and science. This 
was used by the descendants of Ham as 
an excuse to revive the fire worship, 
which God had sought to extinguish 
with the flood. This Janus was the God 
of doors and hinges; he carried a key 
at his belt and claimed to be able to open 
and shut Heaven and Hell. He wore on 
his head a miter shaped like a fish’s 
head, and had a ‘‘ School of Cardinals.’’ 
The Latin word for cardinal comes from 
**Cardo’’ meaning a hinge.

®&® GERMAN PROTESTANTS have reiter- 
ated the admission of guilt and need of re 
pentance on the part of the German people 
for their failure to check the criminals of 
Hitler’s regime. In contrast to the refusal 
of the German Catholic bishops to admit 
Germany’s collective guilt, the Westphalia 
Provincial Synod of the German Evangel- 
ical Church is reported by Religious News 
Service as openly declaring: “We reject 
the wicked attempt to escape responsibility 
by concealing oneself behind the guilt of 
others. We have been too credulous in not 
seeing through nationalism, which makes 
an idol of race. We did not raise our voices 
loudly enough against the extermination of 
the Jews. As time went on, we made less 
and less resistance against the claims of 
totalitcrianism, so our vision of the Living 
Christ became obscured.” 
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® CARDINAL GILROY of Australia was 
received in audience by Emperor Hirohito 
in Tokyo last November 28, according to 
a dispatch from there in the N. Y. ‘Times.’ 
Two American bishops were also recently 
sent by the Pope to obtain support of the 
Buddhists in Japan in their “common 
fight’”’ against Russia.

> “SKY-HIGH piles of arms and bigger 
and better bombs” to fight Russia, were 
urged by University of Notre Dame’s pres- 
ident Father John J. Cavannaugh, before 
an audience of 5,000 in Oklahoma City 
last October 16.

VENERATION OF IMAGES 


ROMAN CATHOLICS SAY: 

(Quoting the decree of the Council of 

Trent) : 
“The images of Christ and the Virgin 
Mother of God, and of the other saints, 
are to be had and to be kept, especially 
in churches, and due honor and vener- 
ation are to be given them.” (Sess. 
XXV) 


They attempt to prove their use of 
images by quoting the Bible as follows: 
“‘Thou shalt make also two cherubims 
of beaten gold, on the two sides of 
the oracle. Let one cherub be on the 
_one side, and the other on the other.’’ 
Exodus 25 :18, 19 


ANSWER: 


The cherubims were not adored or 
venerated, nor were they even seen by 
the people. They were in the Holy of 
Holies, into which the High Priest alone 
entered once a year, and then only with 
the blood of a sacrifice. 

The cherubims were made at the ex- 
press command of God, while the 
Church of Rome can not produce a like 
command enjoining the use and making 
of images. 


Again Roman Catholics quote the 
Bible as follows in favor of the venera- 
tion of images: 
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‘* Moses therefore made a brazen ser- 
pent, and set it up for a sign: which 
when they that were bitten looked up- 
~ on, they were healed.’’ Numbers 21:9 


ANSWER: 


The brazen serpent is rather a proof 
against the worship of images. In fact, 
King Hezekiah later broke the serpent 
when the people burned incense befo 
it (2 Kings 18:4) as Roman Catholiag 
do today before their images. 


Roman Catholics further insist: 


““Even if we grant that God forbade 
the Jews to make images, such a law 
would not bind Christians, as the pos 
itive Jewish law was abrogated by 
the Gospel.’’ Romans 8 :1,2. See T

ANSWER: 


God’s law was not abrogated; it 
never be abrogated. Because we are ne 
under the Law, but under Grace, wé 
cannot disregard God’s Law; we are om 
ly free from the penalty of the Old 
Law. All that Romans 8:1, 2 says is thal 
the believer is not under the penalty of 
the law (Heb. 8:10; Jer. 31:31). The 
use of images is condemned not only in 
the Old Testament (Exodus 20:4, 5; 
Lev. 26:1; Deut. 4:15, 9:12, 16:22; 
Isaiah 40:18; Jeremiah 44:3, 4; Hosea 
8:6, 7; Habakkuk 2:18, 19), but also im 
the New Testament: (John 4:24; Acts 
17:22; 1 Cor. 10:20; 1 John 5:21.) 


The Roman Church has not dared to 
remove, from the Bible, the expres 
command of God forbidding the mak 
ing and use of images, but has changeti 
the Ten Commandments as follows: 


Q. ‘‘Which are the Commandment 
of God?’’ .

Roman Catholics try to justify the 
use of images by making a distinction 


B between the cult of Latria, given only 


to the Godhead, the cult of Hyper-dulia, 
given only to Mary, and the cult of 
Dulia, given to the saints, images and 
relics. If you go into a Roman Catholic 
ehurch you will discover that this dis- 
tinction is only theoretical. The Roman 
Catholic people worship the statues and 
relics of the saints in the same way and 
often more fervently than the ‘‘ Blessed 
Sacrament’’ which they believe to be 
the real body, soul, and divinity of 
Christ. Even the official Roman Catho- 
ic Missal does not follow this distine- 
ion. Clergy and laity are distinctly 
sked not merely to venerate, but actu- 
ally ‘‘adore’’ the ‘‘nails and wood’’ of 
the cross, as well as Christ, who died on 
the cross. 


In the Roman Missal, rubric for Good 
Friday, we read: 


“*.. . Then he (the priest) proceeds 
to the middle of the altar, and totally 
uncovering the cross and elevating it, 
he begins a third time more loudly, 
‘Behold the Wood of the Cross upon 
which the salvation of the world 
hangs. Come, let us adore.’ Then tak- 
ing off his shoes, he approaches to 
adore the cross, thrice kneeling, be- 
fore he kisses it. When he has done 
this he returns, and puts on his shoes; 
and afterwards the ministers of the 
altars, and then the other clergy, and 
laity, two by two, thrice kneeling, as 
is before said, adore the cross.’’ 


Again in the Roman Missal on the 
feast of the ‘‘Exaltation of the Cross,’’ 
September 14, we read: 


***O cross, more splendid than all the 
stars, etc., Sweet Wood, sweet nails, 
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bearing a sweet burden, save the pres- 
ent multitude assembled today in thy 
praise.’ Then the Pontiff (the officiat- 
ing priest )kneeling before the cross 
devoutly adores and kisses it (Ipsam 
devote adorat et osculatur). The 
same all others who wish may do.”’ 


Were the Apostles to come to earth 
and enter a Roman Catholic church, 
could they distinguish between the 
pagan worship of idols and that of Ro- 
man Catholics kneeling before their 
images and relics of the saints, burning 
incense, kissing, praying and carrying 
them in public procession ? 


Many priests do not themselves be- 
lieve in images, but they keep them in 
their churches because it is a good source 
of income. My pastor, to whom I was 
assistant, told me, ‘‘I have about 40

THE ESSENCE OF PROTESTANTISM 


_ By H. H. Botuuris

IN HIS BOOK, on Protestantism, the 
French pastor Bertrand says: ‘‘ The 
real newness of Christianity is that it 
does not offer to its followers a law or 
a doctrine, but a person, a living, con- 
scious ideal: Jesus Christ. Christianity 
ts life with Christ. It is a reconstruc- 
tion of our personality after the ez- 
ample of Jesus.”’ 

Although Jesus Christ did not com- 
pletely reject religious traditions, he 
was relatively indifferent to them. Thus 
at the Reformation, Protestantism lib- 
erated its followers from the overload 
of unscriptural church traditions and 
ritualistic practices: that had almost 
completely smothered the message of 
the Gospel and the ideal of the Lord. 
It restored the worship of God in spirit 
and in truth. This liberation from ex- 
ternal authority of a dictatorial church 
was not immediate, but gradual. Pro- 
fessor Heim once defined Protestantism 
as: ‘‘A struggle for the liberation of 
the conscience out of the hands of the 
priest.’’ 

Although Christ’s teachings were 
intended to put an end to priesthoods, 
holocausts and ceremonies, the Roman 
Catholic church re-established them— 
in the very name of Christ who con- 
demned them. (See 23rd chap. of 
Matt.) At the Protestant Reformation 


these were revived, and Christ’s tru 
teaching about worshipping God 
spirit and in truth was reasserted i 
all its fullness. Most Protestant chu 
es thus hold ritual and ceremony to 
minimum and use them merely for 
sake of dignity and order in their ser 
vices and communities. i 
The relationship of the Protestant 
minister to his congregation differ 
radically from that of the Roman prie 
and his congregation. The Protestan 
minister is on the same level with 
members of his congregation as far 
the means of salvation are concerned 
and he differs from them only in i 
creased knowledge of the way of salva 
tion that he may have over individua 
of his congregation. This spiritual 
equality is not found in the Roma 
Catholic church, where the lay peoplé 
are treated as ‘minors,’ not spiritua 
of age, and who require the priest 
essential to think, hear and interpret 
the Scriptures for them. Without 
ministrations of the priest, Catholie# 
believe they cannot be saved. Alone a 
a desert island a believing Protestant 
however, can obtain salvation as f y 
as if he had his minister and ch 
close at hand. This is because Protet 
tantism withdrew the individual 
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science out of the range of the priest 
and replaced it under the direct leader- 
ship of Christ. 

Because of Protestantism’s individu- 
al approach to God, it is not fair to 
accuse it of leading to anarchy. It does 
reject the dictatorial authority of the 
church of Rome, but establishes in its 
place the Bible as the repository and 
assured source of real authority. This 
guarantees freedom to seek, find, and 
progress in the truth, but it also re- 


strains that freedom from developing 


into license by supplying an end and 
object—the truth in Christ—which 
controls it. 


The visible church of Protestantism 
is pluriform—that is, it operates in 
more than one form. This is not a 
proof of its falseness, as Roman Cath- 
olies are taught to believe. It flows 
from the fact that the individual is 
eft free to find salvation in conformity 
Pwith the Gospel. This presupposes free- 
dom of thinking and thus diversity of 
methods of expressing one’s findings. 
Rigid uniformity of organization and 
beliefs is no criterion of right, since it 
may be only an appearance of unity. 
Such uniformity is always foreed by 
a totalitarian hierarchy from above. 
Within, the Roman Catholic church is 
by no means the rigid unity it appears 
to be from outside. Its various religi- 
ous ‘‘orders’’ differ more among them- 
selves as regards doctrine and disci- 
pline than the sects of Protestantism. 


One of the greatest contributions 
made by Protestantism to our world 
today is its principle of religious tol- 
erance, which is now accepted by all 
ivilized nations as a principle of prac- 
ical policy. There were instances of 
Protestant intolerance in the past, but 
today most Protestants accept as a fact, 
that, Protestantism and intolerance do 
not belong together. Protestantism’s 
example in this has even affected the 
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Roman Catholic church in countries 
where it is in the minority, forcing its 
followers and spokesmen to pay lip- 
service at least to the principle of re- 
ligious freedom. 

Vinet has defined Protestantism as 
follows: ‘‘Being a Protestant means 
protesting continuously against com- 
pulsion in religious matters. Being a 
Protestant and doing violence to con- 
sciences is a scandalous contradiction.’’
